DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 6/26/2007 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US. 
Pat. 6,703,685 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13, 17-22 and 27-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art fails to teach or render obvious, either singularly or with combinations of 
elements as set forth in the claims including, at least the limitation of "a recess disposed 
immediately adjacent to the emitter stack and disposed between the emitter stack and 
the first isolation structure, wherein the recess exposes a collector tap having a collector 
tap perimeter, wherein the emitter stack and the recess share a boundary, and wherein 
the emitter stack perimeter and the collector tap perimeter share a co-linear boundary; 
and an emitter cut provided at the bottom of said emitter stack and immediately on top 
of an intrinsic base structure formed in epitaxial base layer of the substrate and a 
collector structure disposed in the substrate below the emitter stack wherein the 
collector structure is coupled to the collector tap through the substrate."
